And it 
will be with a profound sense of relief that they 
Willseeesnuchaclear right of appeal as will re- 
lieve them from the anxieties of a tribunal once 
garded to be strictly of the last resort as well as 
eList. No member ofthe board has iailed at 
me time to fecl an oppressive weight of anxiety. 
‘“ftummary proceeding is important, because 
neither the railroads nor the public cen well afford 
to go on with their daily business, not knowing 
what they are to receive and pay in their constant 
wutnal transactions. Neither of them can unde: 
stand its business nor regulate its affairs, expenses 
and pric es without this knowledge. 

‘Tbe inexperience of the commission has been 
commented on. Howmuch will the experience 
ofa juiy fora half day mend the matter? 

‘The British law on this general subject is to be 
lound in Hocge on railways, from which we make 
some extracts: 

“In 1872 the necessity of the establishment ofa 
special tribunal to deal with certain railway ques- 
tions was nniversally acknowledged. . The rail- 
way and canal act of 1851 had been administered 
by the court of common pleas with indifferent 
success. Indeed, with respect’ both to main and 
itbrough trafic, considered irrespective of ‘undue 
preference,’ this act had been a complete failure, 
nota single successful application having been 
meade. And although the decisions of the courts 
between different classes of traders had been sat- 
isiactory in principle, and there was no reason to 
suppose that any tribunal specially constituted 
would come to sounder conclusions, it appeared 
hat questions of fairness of charges were matters 
of administrative policy rather than simple ques- 
tions of law, and could be better and more 
cheaply investigated by a special _ tri- 
bunal acquainted with the subiect, The 
committee, therefore, after pointing out that a 
heard of trade is not sufficiently judicial, a court 
of jaw notsufliciently informed, and a parliamen- 
tary COmMmMittee not sufficiently permanent, ree- 
Cmmended the appointment of a “railway and 
canal commission,”’ to consist of not less than 
three persons of high standing, of whom ene 
should be an eminent lawyer, and one a person 
weil acquainted with railway management.’ 

“The bill ‘followed the recommendations almost 

rbatim, and became the regulators of railways, 
ect 1&73. 

“Among other provisions, ‘railway commission- 
ers are absolutely prohibited from holding railway 
stock of any kind.’ 

‘The act provides (section 25) that ‘for the pur- 
poses of this act the commissioners shall, subject 
fe in this act; mentioned. have full power to de- 
cide all questions, whether of law or fact,’ and af- 
ler naming certain exceptions that ‘save as afore- 
said, every decision and order of the commission 
shall be final.’ 

‘The decision of the commission may be made 
the rule oi a superior court, in order to its leal 
enforcement by proper officers. 

‘They are empowered, if they think fit, to state 
acase in writing forthe opinion of any superior 
court, determined by the commissioners upon any 
qvestion which in the opinion of the commis- 
sioners, isa question of law. 

“Thus the law of Georgia is evidently not the 

ildand unprecedented action sometimes alleged, 
whether by analogy with the English law, or by 
the decision of a United States judge. 

‘The sensible views here expressed, as the result 
of long British experience, have largely been in- 
corporated into the Georgia law. Under it, as it 
stood, and far more as herein proposed to be 
amended, the rights of railroads are more facile 
for appeal, and less subject to three men than in 
Great Briiain. At last, however, three men, that 
very objectionable number, must decide the law. 

‘The right of exception brings up a great case of 
rh te < ggenrs yet using this term in its popular sense, 
which will first be heard before the commission 
itself, and the appeal be tothe courts for a re- 
hcaring, if desired. 

‘Pending suit, the rates «stand 
men cannot stand ataferry for rates, they 
settle and passon.

‘The provision in section 2 which makes the ac- 
tion of the commission prima facie wrong—pend- 
ing the litization—instead of were facie right 
seems to be inconsistent with the 5th section. In- 
stead oi the supersedeas, the action of the com- 
mission sbweuld be regarded, according to section 
>, AS prima facie correct, until reversed, and a pro- 
vision to that effect inserted. Otherwise, the 
whole ofiect of the law can be defeated. 

“Cases could be brought at critical periods, and 
continuances cover, say the whole cotton season. 
it would ve the interest of the railroads to 
protract CASES, The citizens would be 

vorse off than at common Jaw; his statutory rem- 
edy would be a broken reed, piercing his own 


renl difficulty underlies all this, and 
was thoughtfully considered by the commission 
before n.aking the recommendations embodied in 
the third report. 

“Were it practicable, the true solution would be, 
not # supersedeas, but keeping the commission 
ratcs of force during the trial, and then provide 
that the partyin fault should refuud the proper 
difference to the other party. 

‘This would be the best plan but for certain in- 
herent difficulties. In our report, page 133, we 
say:

“This.may be further illustrated. The matter 
will not keep; the show will be over too soon—the 
business season.

“The obiect of the state in establishing thecom- 
mission wasto haverates fixed by an impartiol 
tribunal. During thelitigation, which is the ore 
probable rate, thet fixed by a disinterested tribuual 
or by an interested? Puke 

“)n reguiating a monopoly, if either party is to 
fix the rate, why not let the community or citizen 
occasionally try its hand? 

“It would fix them too low! The railroad would 
fix them tco high! Butin a monopoly, why one

could expand this view, but on 
best to provide as quick a remedy as possible;

‘Really, the Tilley case gives an adequate solu- 
tion. Whilst the constitutionality of the act and 
the jurisdiction of the commission was the mittter 
in question, the court suspeaded the rates. W hea 
these were established, the rates went on, not 
waiting for final ‘rial. 

The Tilley case Dlustrates another ne 
how delays can defeat the whole system. or ten 
months the case was protracted, although the state 
and the commission were always ready to try. 
Really, with this provision in the law, the state 
end the.citizeus have a good tence; but the gate 
being leftopen, as well have nefence. 

We havealways thonght that parties Claiming to 
be injured by a ruling of the commission might, 
under the law as it now stands, have aremecy in 
the courts. But this remedy,as the law now stands, 
is noteasily available. Hence we have favored, 
apd still favor, such a change in the law as would 
anihorize « direct appeal to the courts from the de- 
eisions of the commissién. But any law au thor- 
izing such achange should be so guarded in its 
provisions as net to impair the usefulness of thc 
commission to the public. Whilea EE FeT, 
party Ought to, have the right of apport. he sbould 
not be left at liberty to indefinHely suspend the 
ection of the commission by a frivolous and wan- 
ton exercise of that right. Persons familiar with 
the practice of our eourts knowghow easily cases 
may be continued from term to term, and me te 
fre meaty such continuanees result in gross in-

onr decisions should not be worked by any appeal 
which may be given. The reasonableness of this 
view is sufficiently pointed out in the extracts 
which we have submitted. Wedo not think that 
great injustice would result from a short delay in 
the enforcement of the Commissioners’ rulings. 

Under the law as it now stands we are required 
to publish for a certain period any schedule of 
rates wet tp by the com mission, and, pending 
such pub ication, such scl edule is not of force. 
The period required for such publication would in 
most justances be sufficient to enable the par.y 
com p.&inipg to have his cause adjudicated by tle 
courts, 

With proper legal provisions for prompt action 
and speedy hearing before the court, we see no 
reason why the right of appeal should not be given 
£0 that com plaininfi parties, whether railroa:'s, in- 
acividual citizens or communities might be allowed 
to enjoy a highly valued constitutional privilege; 
While the public interest would not necessari!v 
suffer thereby. 

But we desire to impress upon your excelleacs 
the very great importance of having such appeals 
finally decided within the shortest period of time 
consistent with justice to the parties. 

It has been the practice of the commissioners to 
provide that their orders requiring publication 
shall not gointo operation short of thirty (3 
days after their adoption. Experience has shown 
to us the wisdom of this practice. This period of 
time we think suflicient to secure appealing par- 
ties their rights in the courts. 

We would, therefore, respectfully suggest that 
any amendment ofthe law giving the rsght of 
appeal from the decisions of the commission 
should be so guarded as not to allow a suspension 
of the action of the commission for a period lon- 
ger than thirty (30) days. = 

We do not venture to suggest all the special pro- 
visions which would necessarily enter into legisla- 
tion on this subject. Wedeem it sufficient that 
we should very clearly indicate to your excellency 
our opinion as to the propriety of giving the right 
of appeal to the courts and the necessity of incor- 
porating into the law provisions guarding the 
public against the evils§ which might pos- 
sible result from any attempt to abuse the privi 
lege. 

The commissioners have had under considera- 
tion the propriety of reeommending other changes 
in the law establishing the commission. We beg 
to reserve these recommendations, however, 
for our annual report which will be submitted t 
your exceilency priorto the meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly of the state.

The Georgia set 
tlemerts,however, had been reinforced by Vir- 
ginians, Sonth Carolinians and Georgians. The 
gold excitement brought some; while others,set 
adrift by the exigencies of the plantation sys- 
tem,found it easier and cheaper to getto North 
Georgia than to reach Louisiana or Mississippi. 
Thus, in 1559, Teague Poteet, a young man of 
thirty or thereabouts, was tilling, in a halt- 
serious, half jocular way, a 6mall farm on Hog 
mountain, in full view of Gullettsville. That 
is to bay, loteet could see the whole of Gul- 
lettsville, but Gullettsville could not, by any 
means, see the whole, nor even the half, o!

reply that they must borrow. 

Recognizing then, the fact, (for itis a fact,) 
that this class of our people must necessarily 
contract debts, the only way to aid them and 
the couutry is to help them to borrow in the 
best way. 

Let us look fora moment atthe plan pur- 
sued by the northern Shylocks, as the press 
has named them. A farmer goes to one of 
their agents here inthe. state and desires to 
borrow one thousand dollars. While he really 
gets thet amount, he is required to give his 
note for twelve hundred dollars, twenty per 
cent more than the amount received by him, 
and on this large amount he pays eight per 
intcrest. The note is secured by .a 
mortgage or deed, which is ironelad in ali 
pirticulars. Sothat he agrees to pay about 
21.6 per cent on the amount he gets and for- 
feits the whole if. he makes detault in the 
prompt payment of either principal or inter- 
eat. 

Now the plea of usury is defeated in two 
waves, Either, the bank lending the money, 
pret nds that itis furnished by some third 
wereon and has the note made payable to the 
oly or the pote is immediately transferr i 
to an “innocent holder for vaiae before 
maturity,” and against him, the law 
does not allow. the plea of msury. In 
the former case the northern bank says that 
it reserves the 20 per cent for lawyer's fees an lt

for its commissious in obtaining the monev 
for the borrower from the fictitious and invisi- 


ble lender. When suitis brought(either in 
the fcderal or state courts) the farmer cen 
swear only that he received $1.000 for his 
$1,200 note, but he cannot dispute the evidence 
of the ageney or “innocent holder,” so that 
the usury law is of no avail to him. 

Not only is it necessary for the farmer to 
contract debts,but it is frequently advisable for 


himto negotiate a Joan onthe faith of his 
land. He needs bacon in the-spring and sutn- 


mer and goes to his merchant for it. The prices 
are, say. 10 cents cash, or Lo cents on time— 
Limi nicaping six months or less, or io per 
cent. Corn 14, say, 50 cents cash, $1.25 on 
lime, (six months), morethan 100 per cent. 
The figures muy not be be accurate, wh they 
illustrate the custom. So with the fertiliz rs 
and nearly everything else he needs. Clearly 
it ss to his interest to borrow the money evel 
ai 20 per cent, and pay cash for his supplies. 
So that we have shylocks even in the souti. 

Now, if the farmer desires to borrow in or- 
der to. get his supplies at cash prices, or is 
obliged to borrow for any of the multifold 
reasons that arise in agricultural life, he can 
not do so from any of the banks or the money- 
cd men of the state. Necessity, not inclina- 
tion, drives him to borrow from the northern 
concerns. Hence the true friend of the agri- 
cultural classes will seek to open the door for 
him to southern money. 

The banks and capitalists of the state do not 
lend their money (except on firat-class. com- 
mercial paper) because our state law limits 
the rete of interest to 8 percent, and our peo- 
ple ure too honest cr too timid to evade or t» 
Violate it. Every student of political ecouomy 
knows that the current rate of interest in- 
volvcs two elements, inconvenienee and haz- 
ard. That is, if A lends B $100. for a year, 
A is entitled to, say, 5 per cent forthe incoa- 
Venicnee of dvoing without his momey for that 
time and 3 per cent for the hazard of losing it. 
The whole rate being 8 per cent. If B is per- 
lect ly solvent, of course the per cent of hazard 
would decrease,on the other hand if Bis doubt- 
ful that per cent wouldiincrease §So likewise, 
if money is plentiful, the per cent on account 
of inconvenience would be less, and vice versa. 
Hience the proper rate of interest in any given 
loan, depends on two elements, the one public 
end the other private, one dependent upon 
the seivency of the whole people and the 


other upon the solvency of the borrower.

in ail good ways. If the Georgia man wil! iend 
at 10 or 12 per cent., or even 15, why not let 
the farmers go to him, instead of mortyvaging 
toa New Englander? From 1874 to 1879, dur- 
ing which time Georgia law put no restriction 
upon the rights of borrower and lender, no 
such complaints as these were heard. But the 
usury act of 79 was the parent of yankee mon- 
ey-lending in Georgia.

“Why do you not manage in some way to 
&scey the dust down in this machine room; it 
gpecms to me it would injure the lungs ofthe 
workmen?” 

“Oh, no, they do not wind it at all, nor 
vould vou, after you had been accustomed to 
it. A!l onr lumber is what is called bone dry, 
and in working it more or less dust will accu- 
mutate. itis not really dust, but the floating 
particles which come from the sandpaper and 
polishing machines. It can’t be helped. We 
are obliged to work dry lumber. One carload 
of impertectly dried. or unseasoned lumber 
would ruin an entireseason’strade. You will 
find the operation of some of these machines 
quite interesting. All of the machinery is of 

the latest and most improved style. Some are 
ditferent from anything we have seen south of 
Cincinnati or Louisville.” 

‘How do you manage to keep dry lumber?” 

“Well, itis right difficult, but we try in the 
first place to buy itdry, andin the second 

place we keep stock ahead from four to six 
months, so it will certainly be dry when we 
commence using it. We select our lumber 
lly in addition to this, very rarely buy 
ing without seeing what we buy. We now 
have a man inthe lumber region buying and 
selecting lumber which will not be used prob- 
ably betore January next. We will now go 
into the bench room,as we call it. You see 
everything is brought up from the machine 
room on this large elevator, and turned over 
tothe cabinet maker. In this room gvery- 
thing is dove by the piece. That man, for 
exarmpiec, has one “ot are bedsteads and this 
one one hundred bureaus. Some are better at 
one thing than another. We pay these by the 
piece--it is better for a workman and better 
for | I don’t know that there is anything 
here much to interest you, except to see the 
goods in the white before any stain, varnish 
or paint goes on them. We like for customers 
to conic into this room, and are always glad of 
an opportunity of showing it. Here he sees 
just eX nt tly what he buys—sees the goods in 
all shapes; see them in pieces just as they 
come from the machine room; see them when 
put together just as they come from the hands 
of the workman, sees them in white before a 
particle of stain, paint or varnish goes on 
them ; sees them in fine in all their nakedness, 
stripped of all ornamentation, save the syme- 
try ot design and skill of construction. Any- 
thing almost from a woman to a piece of fur- 
niture Jooks well dressed up, but we will not 
eontinue the metaphor. You know the old 
Jamiliar quotation, ‘‘ Beauty unadorned is most 
adorned.’’ We now go tnto the panel room, 
the first finishing room, and the last finishing 
room. Hlere the goods receive the final coat 
of varnish; here the finishing is.done which 
makes them ready for market. From here 
they are carriee down into the wareroom and 
Bampile room on that elevator,at this end of the 
building, and are ready for market. We will 
now go down in the sample room, where you 
cansee goods finished, and 1 will quote you 
Bome prices if you Wish on conditions stated.” 

‘‘It seoms to me your prices are not unitorm 
—1 mean that it does not seem to me that you 
make enough difference between your poplar 
snd walnut goods; why is this?”

thoroughly seasoned, and from thence into the 
mill, when it goes into all the different articles 
used to finish and decorate the interior and 
exterior of buildings. We fol 
the pieces through the different staces of its 
manufacture, and watched with interest its 
change in torm from rough plank to doors, 
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preparation tor use. 

The machine which most attra: t i our at 
tention was a large planer, about four feet 
wide, through which we saw doors, sash, ete. 
run and cleared or planed off as smooth as the 
finest machine oval do; thence to the sand- 
paper machine, where the shing touches 
were put on—these two doing the 
work of twenty bands in smoothing and fin- 
ishing up these articles. Another thing par- 
ticularly noticeeble in this tactory was the 
cleanliness of the floors trom shavings and 
sawdust, so usual about such places. All these 
aretaken from each machine by exhaust fan 
and thrown isto a shaving room adjoining the 
building, from which they are put intothe 
furnace, thus making the refuse furnish the 
power to drive all this machine rv. 

After Inspec ting the factor y we pass ed into 
the ware rooms, W he re we saw pt! les of finished 
pron ds, CODSISLID go l doors, 8; ash, bli nds, brack- 
ets, mantels and other things too numerous to 
mention. And here we saw some of the most 
beautiful specimens of wood we have ever 
scen, the grain of the wood being in beautifal 
waves and speeks, like birds’ eyes. ‘This, Mr. 
Tryon informed us, was Georgia cypress, and 
that their firm had a contract with a party on 
the East Tennessee railroad, near Brunswick, 
to supply them with all they used. 

A few years ago cypreas was unknown to 
commerce, except occasionally used for snip 
masts and spars Now its for imterior 
decorations has created a demand beyond the 
cape ity of mill men to su ply, ¢ ana if some 
of the spec imens we saw finished in oll are 
fair sam ple s ofthe wood, it certainly is one of 
the prettie st woods that grows, and will soon 
supersede walnut and other high priced woods. 

Tb e capacity of this factory with their pres- 
ent help is about thirty doors and the relative 
number of sash and blinds; and their full
